very excited about it. We have 
to pass a test in order to' enter 
the only* university in Coata 
Rica.

1 S students to pass the test. Now 
I. have to go^ several tlmes^a 
week to the university to have 
all the requisites fulfilled. About

• age) in order to classify for an 
American college; It was very 
hard but I still don't know 
whether 1 passed or not.

We did 
our best to help them and raised 
thousands of co tones to try to 
relieve * them. I had been, in 
Nicaragua on the first days of 
November. It was a very nice 
city; it seemed like an old 
Spanish colonial Lcjty.___ _ 

"One thing I miss the. most is 
the chicken you cooked on the 
grill. Here in my country there 
are some places where one can 
go and have it, but it's too 
expensive. Also once I was 
going to buy some ground beef 
to make hdmburgershut the • 
store only had it mixed with 
porn so J didn't buy any. We 
have, pancake mix although I 
haven't bought any yet: Before I 
had gone to the U.S. I never had 
Corn Flakes for breakfast, but 
now that's my favorite break- 
fast. (We usually have scram- 
bled eggs, french bread, 
cookies, and coffee). When I 
first came, .my mother was 
worried because I didn't eat'too 
, much at lunch, and 1 just 
wanted a little treat while they 
wanted me to eat a whole bunch, 
of food.

Lake County, third largest in 
the state, has some difficulty 
getting its problems understood < 
by the County Clerks' Associa- 
tion, Inasmuch as . neither 
DuPage nor Cook participates 
in the Councils of that group, 
Lake remains the great frog in 
the pond. Slipperiest too, the 
other County Clerks seem to 
figure, looking at the sort of 
things we emphasize up here. 
Opening on Saturdays and 
making an issue out of Election 
savings is city slicker kind of 
stuff apparently. 
. Just the. same, when I went 
down to Dixon last week to meet 
with the other Clerks in Zone 4 
(approximately the northern- ■ 
most ihird of the state) I was . 
comforted by the 1 : areas of 
common cause we share, they 
and I, rather than by the gulfs 
that separate us. 
. We were; about 35 strong, 
sitting around the tables in the 
motel's meeting room, but only 
a few of us did much talking! I 
blush to say that I spoke as 
much as any. I like to think it is 
because I have strong feelings 
and opinions about the Election 
Code, but it's possible there is 
another answer. 

The only area that drew 
.unanimous fire from the Clerks 
(their deputies, wives and etc.) 
was that section dealing with a 
cbuntywide, pre-election can- 
vass of registered voters 
(Section 4-57, 58 and 59). This 
gave us -all fits trying to 
envision its possible implemen- 
■ tation. It would require that two 
election judges, one from each 
of the two parties would have to 
make a house-to-house, every^' 
voter canvass of their precinct a 
specified number of days before 
a General Election. Where the 
registration list can be verified 
by that personal call, all is well. 
■If there is no one home at a 
given house however, a notice is 
left which would require the 
voters in residence to follow 
through with a specified 
procedure or risk cancellation 
of their registration. -: ' 
. The Clerks were as one in 
their. rabid opposition to this 
provision "of the .new j^ode. 
Actually, it was ^already" a 
provision of the old code, 
applied to Cook County only - 
but one of'.. the reasons for 
writing the new code was to 
bring all the counties of y the 
. . state into uniformity with one 
iimotheri Not only^.did we feel 
that our Election Judges would 
i£ jidt be willing, foriny amountof— 

additional money, to trek 

^through their precincts ("Why 

~ r it would take weeks ;to call on 

\ every voter down our way," 

said one Clerk wrathfully) - 

there was also a reassuring 

feeling, that it was not in the 

spirit of the democratic system 

to be going to so j much trouble 

and expense to CANCEL a 

registration. "Better that effort 

should be put to canvassing for

woman across the table from 

. 'me. We nodded and smiled at 

one ahotherand I felt more at 



requirement of a notarization 
on absentee ballot applications 
was i''ah unnecessary road-block 
to convenient voting. Strong 
words were voiced about the 
need for a doctor's .notarized 
signature on such application* - 
for a handicapped voter! I 
mentioned that a youngster, . 
voting for the first time in Lake 
County (by absehtee^allot) had 
pointed out that Having to pay a 
notary ; for two. . different 
documents in order to vote was 
no different than a poll tax. £. 
found it a hard statement to 
answer at the time -and still 
do. . 

One part of the new code 
states that a voting precinct 
must get no longer than 800, nor 
smaller than 400. After I had 
given our reasons for wanting to' 
'up' the dumber to 1200 
maximum and I thought I did it 
rather well, not \tooVmuch 
emotion, but just enough - J^L,^. 
discovered the source of the 
communications gap. After, 
everyone had shaken his head in 
turn, mumbled 'no' or 'never' or 
'why, for heaven's sake', a man

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Drawing with charcoal......... 

Charcoal is great for all kinds of 
drawings, especially portraits. - 
You will, need special .paper 
which has a texture that holds 
the charcoal dust, the charcoal, 
sandpaper , or emery- boards, 
kneaded eraser, stomps^ ancl 
fixative. Charcoal, is wood that 
has beeri carefully burned. It 
can be bought in square or 
round sticks, or vines; which 
are made from natural vines 
instead of cut lumber. It comes 
also in pencil form, but is not as 
good quality as the pure sticks. 
An assortment of soft, medium 
and hard charcoals is best to 
have, for that gives you variety 
in shading and you need' the 



hard for fine detail. The sticks 
can be sanded to fine points as 
you need, or used broadside, for ,; 
large areas of shading. 

A'drawing is usually started 
with very light lines which are 
easily erased or rubbed out with 
a chamois. Never use pencil as 
,-the lines would show through 
, *He charcoal dust. As the .light, 
lines in - charcoal ' take final 
form, areas can be massed in 
and rubbed either with the 
fingers or the stomp, which is a . 
tightly rolled cigar-like shape of. 
paper. Be sure your fingers are 
clean or else greasy fingers will 
lift the charcoal from the paper. 
While you are drawing hold the 
kneaded eraser in your other 
hand, so that the heat of your

Spray with continuous 
motion, giving. "several coats, 
allowing about a minute's 
drying time between cOats. Test 
by lightly touching a dark area 
with your finger. If the charcoal 
doesn't lift up, then' you have 
sprayed sufficiently ; Like pas 
tels, charcoal drawings need to 
be matted" and framed under 
glass. 

• I like to use charcoal for my 
thinking medium, because it is 
so easily erased by dusting of! 
with a chamois or tissue. Try it 
for trail runs for spacing 
lettering and centering words in 
posters, for planning composi 
tions to be done in other media, 
for coating the underside of a 
drawing you need to transfer to 
other paper and lastly, for the 
under ..drawing on -canvas for 
oils or acrylics. Go oyer the 
■lines with diluted color and then 
dust off the charcoal/ Do not 
> spray the canvas with fixative, 
as this ruins the binding quality 
of ■ the gesso, ground of the 
canvas.
